Just  as  the  bells  of  the  anchored  North- 
fleet  Cere  striking  the  half  hour  after  10  the 
watch  observed,  a  huge  steamer  outward 
lxnrnd  in  iloiigi*rous  proximity,  ciiming  down 
directly  toward  them.  She  njipeaml  to  lx* 
going  at  full  speed,  aud  the  frantic  shouts 
of  the  watch,  who  called  upon  her  to  alter 
their  course,  roused  Captain  KuowIck,  who 
was  on  the  after  deck  a  moment  liefore  tlie 
steamer  came  broadside  to  the  Northfleet, 
striking  almost  amidshijis,  making  a  clean 
bretu-k  in  her  timber*  beneath  the  waterline, 
iunl  actually  crushing  tlie  massive  thalier* 
traversing  the  main  deck.  The  shock  is 
described  by  the  survivor*  to  have  b«eu  like 
thf*  concussion  of  a  very  powerful  cannon, 
aud  one  of  the  strangest  features  of  the  ca- 
ta-stroj)hc  is  that  inmitHliutelj  after  the  colli¬ 
sion  tlie  6teanu*r  cleared  tlie  ship,  und  lieforc 
more  than  veiy  few  of  the  terrified  jno-sen- 
gi*rs  below  could  reach  tin!  dt*ck  she  was 
altogether  out  of  sight 

Most  of  the  passengers  were  awakened  by 
thc  shook,  and  a  tearful  panic  ensued.  Capt. 
Knowles  was  on  deck  immediately  uud  ai-Unl 
with  a  calmness,  promptitude  and  decision 
that  will  cover  his  memory  with  honor. 
Notwithstanding  the  .cries  of  alarm  that 
were  raised  on  board  the  emigrant  ship,  the 
steamer  passed  on  her  way  Without  offering 
the  slightest  assistance.  Capt.  Knowl«*s  im¬ 
mediately  ordered  rockets  to  lx*  sent  ujj  and 
other  signals  of  distress  to  be  made,  and  iu 
the  meantiuo  directed  l>onts  to  be  launched, 
giving  imperative  orders  that  the  safety  of 
thy  women  and  children  should  lx*  first  se¬ 
cured.  There  was  a  disposition  to  set  these 
orders  at  detiauc©,  aud  on  some  of  the  crow 
crowding  to  tlie  davits  with  a  view  of  affect¬ 
ing  their  own  safetrr.Tie  drew  a  revolver  und 
declared  he  would  shoot  the  first  urnii  who 
attempted  to  save  himself  Ixifore  the  women 
were  cared  for.  Most  of  the  crew  m-omed 
to  understand  tluit  the  captain  was  not  to 
lx-  trifled  with,  but  one  man  refuwxl  to  olx*y 
the  order,  and  the  captain  discharged  the 
revolver.  The  bullet  entered  tlie  man’s  leg 
just  above  tlie  knee.  Meantime  the  jnunjw 
were  set  to  work,  hut  with  little  or  no  cff<x*t, 
the  water  pouring  in  through, tlie  ojx-niugs 
occasioned  by  the  collision. 

The  survivors  describe  the  scene  as  heart-

rending.  Many  of  the  passengers  were  in 
their  night  dresses,  others  had  upon  them 
only  such  scanty  clothing  ns  they  could  se¬ 
cure  on  quitting  their  births.  Children 
were  screaming  for  their  parents  and  parents 
searching  in  vain  for  their  children  ;  while 
husbands  and  wives  were  hopelessly  M-jxiru- 
tod.  The  horror  was  increased  by  the  dark¬ 
ness  of  the  uight,  Tlie  ctqituin’s  wife  was
